Firefighters 
seek hike 
of 2 mills

The Romulus firefighters* 
subdued effort to amend the 
city charter by adding up 2 
mills to the annual budget 
strictly for fire department 
needs will face the city voters 
next Tuesday. 

At Monday night’s City 
Council meeting, Fire Chief 
William Greenslait distributed 
a a red and white pamphlet 
that stressed “Vote Yes March 
2nd. ..The Life They Save May 
Be Yours!” 

Ironically a Romulus citi- 
zen, whose name was neither 
caught by the press nor City 
Clerk Linda Choate, asked why 
the vote was not held last No- 
vember so that the city did not 
have to pay $10,000 extra for 
next Tuesday’s solo ballot of- 
fering. 

He also demanded to know 
why the referendum was being 
scheduled at all. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry explained that the addi- 
tional two mills that would be 
added “would be used strictly 
for fire department needs. The 
tax money cannot be used for 
any other purpose, no matter 
how great the crisis.” 

Councilman Russ Lambert 
denied any secret effort to 
pass the referendum. Lambert, 
who has been meeting weekly 
with firefighters, to press for 
voter passage of the millage 
hike said he has spoken out on 
the firefighters’ plan several 
times at open council meet- 
ings. 

The citizen complained that 
Romulus taxpayers will be fac- 
ing a number of other tax hikes 
in the next few months, some 
from Lansing and some from 
the new Clinton administra- 
tion. 

The pamphlet Greenslait 
was distributing states the 
(tax) money will be used for: 
purchasing new fire equip- 
ment such as a new 100-foot ae- 
rial platform for rescue and 
firefighting efforts as well as 
automatic defibrillation (heart 
starting machines) to revive 
fire and heart attack victims. 

Other items slated for pur- 
chase if the referendum 
passes are modern firefigh- 
ters’ suits prepared for the 
1990*s, more up-to-date fire 
fighting equipment and addi- 
tional rescue equipment. 

Tax money would also be 
used for additional fire educa- 
tion and training programs, 
the campaign literature states. 

Cost of the approved mill- 
age would be about $50 or less 
for the average household, 
firefighters said. In the mean- 
time, it was explained that the 
cost of the printed pamphlet 
was paid for by the Community 
(EMS) Emergency Medical Ser- 
vice.

Truck traffic will soon be 
halted on Harrison Road, bet- 
ween Goddard and Northline 
roads, members of the Ro- 
mulus City Council ruled Mon- 
day night. 

City Clerk Linda Choate re- 
vealed that Romulus police 
conducted several traffic in- 
vestigations of the area after 
receiving a number of citizen 
complaints. 

Traffic Officer Jerome 
Yoscovits reported that the 
roadway is a 23- foot-wide, two- 
lane road running north and 
south with a posted 35-mph 
speed limit. 

The area is primarily resi- 
dential, Yoscovits wrote, with 
21 residences and three busi- 
nesses. 

Residents complain that 
truckers travel down Harrison 
Road, which they claim is not 
wide enough for trucks, in an 
effort to bypass Middlebelt 
Road and often strike and 
damage curved guard rails at 
the corners of the roadways. 

A check with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works shows 
that the guard rails have been 
repaired seven times in the 
past year. 

Yoscovits traveled to the 
area twice and found damaged 
rails and the area of Harrison 
between Northline and Eu- 
reka is covered with gravel

In a second unrelated traf- 
fic study, Yoscovits said he con 
ducted five separate speed 
surveys on Goddard Road, bet- 
ween Hunt and Wayne roads, 
and found 85 percent of the 
motorists were clocked at 37 
mph in the posted 25 zone. 

Yoscovits recommended, 
“Should the speed limit in this 
area be increased, I would sug- 
gest that the current two lanes 
be divided into three. The cen 
ter turn lane would facilitate 
slowing of vehicles wanting to 
turn left and keep the flow of 
other traffic flowing in a safe 
manner.” 

While no council action was 
taken on the issue Monday 
night, Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron urged that 
the speed limit be increased to 
a “modem level.”

4-year-old rape case 
being readied for trial

New evidence has resulted 
in sexual assault charges 
against a man who allegedly 
raped a Romulus woman in 
1989. 

More than four years ago a 
single Romulus mother told 
police she was raped repeat- 
edly by a man, who draped her 
11 -year old daughter’s jacket 
over his face to keep his iden 
tity secret 

The 36-year-old victim told 
police that her attacker 
smashed a window in her 
Smith Street townhouse about 
3:30 a.m. Jan. 14, 1989, to gain 
access to the home. 

The noise awakened her, 
the victim reported, and she 
went downstairs to check out 
the rooms, but found no one. 

The woman returned to her 
bed and a short time later 
heard a noise outside the room 
where her daughter was sleep- 
ing, Detective Sgt. Dan Snyder 
reported. 

She quickly exited her room 
and attracted the intruder’s at- 
tention to keep him away from 
her child, Snyder said. The in- 


truder then forced the mother 
into her own bedroom and be 
gan a series of varied sexual 
attacks on her. 

The victim struck her at- 
tacker with a glass candle 
holder, which left blood 
smears from his head in the 
bedroom, Snyder said, but the 
attacker continued to abuse 
the woman. 

Midway in the series of at- 
tacks, Snyder reported, the vic- 
tim’s cries awoke her daughter. 
But the mother called out to 
the girl that everything was 
okay and pleaded with her to 
stay in her own room. 

As the rapist left the victim’s 
home, he warned her not to 
call the police. 

Snyder said the victim in- 
stead drove to the nearby Ro- 
mulus Police Headquarters 
and reported the attack. She 
was treated and examined at 
Annapolis Hospital and later 
moved out of Romulus. 

In recent weeks Romulus 
Detective Sgt. Cora Sempau re- 
ceived new evidence in the 
case. The evidence led to the 
arrest of Donald Ray 
Nicholson, 36, of Romulus on 
Feb. 4 and the filing of three 


separate first degree sexual 
assault charges. 

Nicholson was arraigned 
the next day and ordered held 
on $50,000 cash bond. 

Last week Nicholson ap- 
peared before Szlinis again as 
a witness testified that 
Nicholson confessed to raping 
the mother four years ago. 

Deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) tests also have been 
done on the blood left behind 
at the rape scene and blood 
samples taken from Nicholson, 
Snyder said. 

Slated to be used in the case 
against Nicholson will be DNA 
profile reports on the blood 
found at the scene and his own 
blood samples. 

While the DNA samples are 
not as powerful as fingerprints 
in criminal identifications, 
they can add a massive proba- 
bility ratio in identifying crim- 
inal suspects, state police 
crime lab specialists say. 

To date DNA profiles can be 
created from blood, semen and 
vaginal secretions, crime lab 
specialists reveal. At the pre- 
sent time efforts are being 
made in the science labs to 
add saliva to that list 


Assessment appeals near

Bracing for potentially 
record-breaking requests for 
assessment reviews in 
Romulus, Director of Assess- 
ments Matthew Raftary cau- 
tioned area residents to be 
aware that 20-percent assess- 
ment hikes do not equate to 20- 
percent residential tax hikes. 

With the Headlee Rollback 
in effect, Raftary said, a 20- 
percent assessment hike can 
really mean a 13-percent hike 
in tax dollars. 

Raftary explained to city 
council members Monday 
night that, “The City of 
Romulus has just completed a 
100-percent re-inspection of 
all properties within the city.” 

Assessment department 
workers have traveled about 
the city in the past year, taken 
color photos of all homes in 
the city, updated all “property 
record cards’’ and 
computerized all findings so 
that they can be examined at 
the touch of a computer key, 
Raftary said. 

“After an official inspection 
of the city assessment records 
in 1987, we were told that we 
had not done an adequate 
inspection of each domestic 
homesite in recent years,” Raf 
tary said. 

Therefore the assessor’s 
office reviewed all business 
and industrial property sites 
and in 1991 began the complex 
procedure of updating all 8,500 
residential properties within 
the city. Raftary said. 

“During the city-wide 
inspection period, we found 
lots of property upgrades, var- 
ious demolished sites not pre- 
viously recorded and 
numerous other property 
value changes,’’ Raftary 
explained. 

The director of assessments 
is confident that the Romulus 
property records are now so 
modern and complete, “We 
feel Wayne County' will imple 
ment our appraisals instead of 
theirs in the future.”

begin at 9:30 a.m. on Monday 
March 8, Raftary said resi- 
dents should have very pro- 
ductive appeal sessions. 

Raftary said local residents 
are limited to a once-only, 10- 
minute session with the Board 
of Review, and urged them to 
be calm, organized and 
focused on the valuation of 
their property.” 

Each resident is welcome to 
obtain their free personal 
“property record card” from 
the assessor’s office prior to 
Board of Review time Raftary 
said. 

He urged those wishing to 
appeal their assessments are 
urged to call his office at 
313 942-7520 and obtain an 
appointment. Each homeo- 
wner seeking to appeal his or 
her assessment will receive a 
petition to complete. 

“That petition must be 
brought to the Board of 
Review session/* Raftary said, 
"because the board will not 


hear your appeal without this 
petition.” 

Equally important, Raftary 
said, is the fact that appeal 
appointments cannot be 
rescheduled. 

“Please recognize that the 
board hears appeals on the 
valuation and/or classification 
of your property only,” he 
continued. 

“Their concerns are 
whether the assessment of 
your property is fair and equi- 
table, not how much you pay in 
taxes,” Raftary emphasized. 

Raftary’s office staff will 
also include a copy of the 
appealer’s property record. 
Raftary urged each property 
owner to review that card 
immediately upon receiving it 
and notify his office if there 
are anv errors. 

“The correction of any 
errors may eliminate the need 
for you to appear before the 
Board of Review,” Raftary 
said. 

“If you plan to cancel your 
review time slot, please notify 
the assessor’s office so the 
time period can be offered to 
someone else,” Raftary said. 

Since the residential tax 
issue remains very fluid, Raf- 
tary said, homeowners should 
remain alert with events in 
Lansing, as well as Wayne 
County. 

Raftary said that any school 
tax reform package probably 
will not be approved by the 
State Legislature until after 
the Board of Review meeting 
sessions, so it is important that 
appeals be filed where 
needed. 

After appealing their cases 
before the Board of Review, 
each resident should receive a 
letter explaining the decision 
of the board. The board has 
three options; low’ er the 
assessment, keep the assess- 
ment at the same level or, in 
some cases, even hike the 
assessment, Raftary’ said. 

Residents have the right to 
appeal the Board of Review’s 
decision before the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal.

Assessor clarifies increases

Romulus Director of Assess- 
ments Matthew Raftary ad- 
vised Mayor Beverly McAnally 
that a local resident, who 
claimed her 1993 taxes in- 
creased 33 percent, actually 
saw an “assessment increase 
of 27.8 percent.” 

Raftary said the woman, 
who spoke out at the overflow 
City* Hall meeting with Wayne 
County Assistant Executive 
Michael Duggan earlier this 
month, “misspoke and meant 
to say she was receiving a 27 
percent” assessment hike. 

“Initially our records indi- 


cated that her property would 
receive a 33 percent assess- 
ment increase. When she vis- 
ited our office we discovered 
that information, supplied by 
her, regarding the number of 
bathrooms was incorrect,” 
Raftary said. 

“After that correction, the 
actual increase of the assess- 
ment was 27.8 percent, not 33 
percent,” Raftary said. 

Despite the property 
owner’s claim that she had 
made no changes, Raftary said, 
“As far as we can tell, she con- 
structed a 132 square foot ad- 
dition to her house, installed a 
fireplace and extended the 
front porch from 16 square feet 


to 132 square feet.” 

All of the new construction 
was completed without city 
permits or inspections, Raf- 
tary said. “Together with mar- 
ket adjustments, these changes 
to the property makeup the in- 
crease in the assessment,” Raf- 
tary concluded. 

Due to the expiration of the 
assessment freeze, Raftary ad- 
ded, the market adjustments 
are more dramatic than in the 
past. 

“Let us stress once again,” 
the assessor said, “an assess- 
ment increase of 20 percent 
does not translate to a 20- 
percent tax increase.”

The continual patchwork re- 
pair of water and sewer lines 
in Westland has prompted a 
request from one city council 
member for a plan to replace 
the entire system. 

At a council meeting last 
Monday night, Councilman 
Ken Mehl suggested that 
rather than continue replacing 
bits and pieces of the sewer 
system when breaks occur, city 
officials devise a plan that will 
begin the costly process of re- 
placing the system with one 
that is newer and up-to-date. 

“Our system is old,” Mehl 
said. “Our system is certainly 
not getting any younger. 

“When we have a water 
main break, we need to start 
looking at replacing pipe,” he 
added. “We’re going to have an 
entire budget of overtime for 
water-main breaks if we don’t 
look at ways of replacing the 
old pipes.” 

Department of Public Ser- 
vice Director Carl Clark, 
whose department is respons- 
ible for water-main repairs, 
agreed with Mehl that the sys- 


tem is old. He also cautioned 
city officials that the cost to re- 
place the entire system would 
be extreme. 

“The cost is going to be as- 
tronomical to replace all of the 
water mains and pipe in the 
city,” Clark said. “But we do 
have to start looking at upgrad- 
ing our water system.” 

Although Mayor Robert 
Thomas also agreed that the 
system needs to be upgraded, 
he told members of the city 
council that they would not be 
able to fund the project out of 
the general fund and an alter- 
nate method of funding would 
have to be sought. 

“It’s not something we will 
be able to do out of the bud- 
get,” Thomas said. “We are 
going to have to seek a bond 
over a 10-year period. 

“Within the next three to 
four years, we will have to go 
out for bonds, not just for the 
water system, but also for our 
roads,” he added. 

Clark admitted that the sys- 
tem is in serious condition. 

“We have hundreds and 
hundreds of miles of water and 
sanitary sewer mains and they 
are getting old,” Clark said.

Legislators 
set agenda

Action on two of the most 
pressing items on the legisla- 
tive agenda this year, school 
tax and auto insurance reform, 
are expected to pick up steam 
this coming week. 

Twenty second District 
State Representative Greg 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor), who also 
represents Romulus, and 13 
other members of the bi- 
partisan school tax reform and 
property tax cut initiative vis- 
ited six cities on Friday to 
explain their tax plan pro- 
posal at press conferences 
throughout the state. 

Pitoniak was among those 
who spoke at Wayne State Uni- 
versity Friday, while others 
fanned out to talk in Grand 
Rapids, Flint, Kalamazoo, 
Muskegon and Saginaw. 

The bi-partisan legislative 
will seek to eliminate property 
taxes as a major source of 
funding for the schools and 
provide a net tax cut of $300 
million. 

Pitoniak, who also serves on 
the House insurance commit- 
tee, said the committee mem- 
bers debated Battle Creek 
Rep. Bill Martin’s car insur- 
ance proposal last week and 25 
of the 30 amendments offered 
were accepted. 

“It is expected that the 
insurance committee will put 
together a basic car insurance 
reform bill next Tuesday and it 
could be voted out of commit- 
tee later in the week,” Pitoniak 
explained. 

As the present bill stands, 
Pitoniak said, each person 
would be covered up to a $1 
million level for medical costs, 
with car owners being permit- 
ted to purchase higher cover- 
age rates. Currently there are 
no caps on medical costs with 
current insurance policies. 

Most of the amendments 
approved for the bill have 
been basically technical 
changes, Pitoniak said. 

Coin calls 
may cost 
nickel more 

Instead of dropping two 
dimes into a pay phone, Michi 
gan Bell would like its cus- 
tomers to deposit a quarter 
into the coin boxes for each 
phone call. 

The telephone company is 
asking state regulators to raise 
the price of a local coin tele- 
phone call by one nickel. 

The current 20-cent charge 
was set in 1976. Prior to that 
time, coin calls were 5 cents 
through 1952 and 10 cents per 
call for the next 24 years. 

In a companion request to 
the Michigan Public Service 
Commission, Michigan Bell 
has proposed new directory 
assistance charges which 
would be phased-in during a 
12-month period.

Belleville cagers leave their mark on

Belleville got its long-awaited last shot at nem 
esis Wayne Memorial Friday night. 

And Coach Michael Garland and his Tigers 
didn't waste their opportunity - they left an indel- 
ible mark on the defending Wolverine “A” Confer 
ence champs.

What a difference a player makes 


When it comes to basketball one player does 
make a difference.

A song in her heart 

Piano-playing senior wins applause

When Ann Neal sat down at 
the piano at the Valentine’s 
Day party at the Westland 
Friendship Center recently, 
she was almost as surprised as 
the 350 senior citizens in the 
audience. 

Neal, 79, had expected only 
a few people to be in atten 
dance, and was surprised at 
the size of her audience. As for 
those who heard her play, both 
her talent and versatility 
prompted their reactions. 

“She nearly brought the 
house down,” commented Syl- 
via Kozorosky Wiacek, diree 
tor of the Westland Senior 
Resource Department about 
the honky-tonk piano Neal 
played for the crowd. 

“I was able to bring them 


back to their day, our day, and 
that’s what people like,” Neal 
said. “If I can make just one 
person^ happy that’s all that 
matters.” 

Neal and her husband, 
Frank, moved to Westland in 
November from Branson, Mo. 
The couple still has a home 
there and they left somewhat 
abruptly. Frank Neal, who suf- 
fers from heart disease, 
needed to live in this area so 
that he could receive proper 
medical care. 

Neal has been around mu- 
sic all of her life. When she 
was 16 she graduated from 
high school in Ottumwa, Iowa 
and immediately began work 
ing at a music store. Within 
months, she joined the musi- 
cians union and since then she 
has worked for hundreds of 
acts that have passed through 


town. 

Although her background is 
in classical music, her favor- 
ites are country music and big 
band tunes. 

A couple of months ago, 
when she and her husband 
were in Florida, Neal decided 
to enter a talent contest at a 
Catholic church with a popula- 
tion of 9,000. Neal was con- 
cerned that one of the judges, 
who was a nun, would not ap- 
preciate her kind of music. 

“I looked over there and 
saw this nun sitting there with 
the judges and I thought she 
isn’t going to go for this,” Neal 
said. 

Neal played an upbeat 
country song which really got 
the attention of the crowd, but 
she also received more crowd 
reaction when she put her foot 
up on the keyboard and began 


playing the piano with her 

foot 

P"or her efforts, Neal was 
awarded first place. 

Since she arrived in the 
area, Neal has found the West- 
land Friendship Center to be 
an unbelievable place. “We 
couldn’t get over that place, it’s 
the largest pv*»r cpph n 

When Neal was invited to 
play for the Valentine’s Day 
party, she was expecting a 
crowd of maybe 100 senior citi- 
zens. She was shocked when 
she saw more than 350 people 
in attendance. 

Even though she likes al- 
most any kind of music, her 
theme song is Anytime. One 
thing that she doesn’t do is 
sing. 

“I can’t carry a tune,” she 
said. “I know music, but I don’t 
sing.”

Workman seriously 
burned in Canton 

A 32-year-old Fowlerville electri- 
cian Tuesday was burned severely 
apparently working on a high- 
voltage ceiling outlet at a Canton 
Township business. 

Township fire officials at 2:30 
p.m. received back-to-back tele- 
phone reports concerning an explo- 
sion and a “man down” at the 
Greenfield Die and Machine shop, 
8301 Ronda. Police and fire rescue 
discovered Terrance Badarak 
inside the building, still conscious, 
with second- and third-degree 
burns covering most of his upper 
chest, face and hands. 

A MedFlight Augusta helicopter 
from Catherine McCauley Health 
Center in Ypsilanti was radioed to 
the site. Flight personnel adminis- 
tered medication, stabilized the vic- 
tim and transported him in under 10 
minutes to the University of Michi- 
gan Trauma Burn Center where he 
was listed Wednesday in fair condi- 
tion. The victim’s brother on Thurs- 
day said Badarak had already 
received several skin grafts and 
appeared to be doing well. 

Fire Chief Michael Rorabacher 
said investigators were still looking 
into the incident, but it initially 
appeared Badarak was “trouble- 
shooting” a high-voltage ceiling fix- 
ture and was flash burned by a cir- 
cuit arc. 

“Luckily he wasn’t killed,” 
Rorabacher added. 


Wayne man to face 
sexual assault trial 

A Wayne man suspected of sexu- 
ally assaulting a 15-year-old girl will 
stand trial, a district judge ordered 
Friday. 

Michael Raymond Gdowski, a 32- 
year-old youth group counselor at 
St. Mary’s Church of Wayne, waived 
a preliminary examination before 
35th District Judge John Mac- 
Donald in connection with a Jan. 31 
incident in Canton Township. 

Police said Gdowski and the 
alleged victim, also a Wayne resi- 
dent, were to meet at the Michigan 
Avenue church late Jan. 31, but met 
instead just west of the parish at a 
movie theater. The couple appar- 
ently traveled to a Wayne liquor 
store where Gdowski purchased 
beer, then drove to a Canton motel. 
Police said the pair rented a room 
and watched television. Both 
Gdowski and the alleged victim, 
police said, removed their clothes. 
Gdowski attempted to have sex with 
the teenager without using force, 
but did not penetrate her. 

The two returned to St. Mary’s 
early the following morning where 
they were met by the victim’s 
parents. 

Gdowski was arraigned in 35th 
District Court Feb. 17 on a third 
degree criminal sexual conduct 
charge and released on a $10,000/10 
percent cash bond. No trial date has 
been set.

Westland man arrested in 'gang raid'

The fate of a Westland man arrested in connec- 
tion with several gang raids last weekend was 
unknown Friday morning. 

Tim Goin of Westland was one of several sus- 
pects arrested during the weekend in connection 
with gang activities in southwest Detroit, West- 
land police confirmed last week. 

Westland police assisted federal Alcohol, Tab- 
acco and Firearms (ATF) officers in the raid that 
occurred last Saturday morning on Pawnee 
Street located near Wildwood and Hunter roads. 

Officials from the ATF confirmed Thursday 
that all information concerning the suspects was 
being processed by the United States Attorney’s 
Office. 

Officials from the U.S. Attorney’s office could 
not be reached as of Friday morning. 

The raids included the arrests of 20 alleged 
leaders of gangs including several other arrests 
in Dearborn and Dearborn Heights in addition to 
Goin in Westland. 

Officials reported seizing more than 100 
weapons and at least 50 pounds of marijuana.

reported seeing officials tow a large boat from his 
driveway. 

Westland Deputy Police Chief John Reddy con 
firmed that the boat had been seized, but he was 
unable to confirm reports that the boat may have 
been stolen from the boat show last month. 

A customized truck which was seized by offi- 
cials allegedly belonged to Goin and is believed 
to have been stolen from Autorama, officials said. 
The truck is valued at $50,000, according to 
reports. 

“We assisted the ATF agents in the initial 
raid,” Reddy said. “When they first entered the 
home, they found that no one was home. I guess 
they waited until he came home. 


“They found at least $20,000 in cash, an 
unknown amount of drugs, several guns and they 
did get the boat,” Reddy added. 

Westland police were unable to say whether 
Goin lived in the home alone and whether he 
owned the home. 

Goin is believed to be the leader of a gang 
known as Ex Men, police said. 

Other gang bosses arrested included: Manny 
Rossario of Cash Money Brothers. Michael 
Hodgson of Young Guns, Robert Widner of Under- 
ground Syndicate, Hector Nazario of the Cobras, 
Marty Rodriguez of Camel Boys Inc. and Pablo 
Bonilla of the Easy Does It Posse. 

Officials blame the gangs for the deterioration 
of Southwest Detroit neighborhoods. Although 
the arrests are an improvement, they are only the 
tip of the iceburg, according to police, who said 
gangs continue to rule that area. 

Drive-by shootings are common in Southwest 
Detroit and gangs begin recruiting children as 
young as 10 years old, officials said. 

Officials encourage anyone with information 
relating to gang activities to call the United States 
Bureau of Alcohol and Firearms at 1-800-ATF- 
GUNS. They can also call the Council Against 
Gang-Related Violence at 842-3450. 


Man's best friend 

Local man depends on dog

A dog may be a man’s best friend, but 

for John Hipp, his leader dog “Dumars” 
is also a necessity. 

Dumars is named after Joe Dumars 
because of his feistiness and go- getter 
attitude, Hipp explained. Dumars 
recently moved into Hipp’s Wayne home 
after the two graduated from the Leader 
Dog for the Blind school in Rochester. 

Hipp and his best friend whom he 
believes is like “a son” have built a bond 
of trust, according to Hipp. 

“This is the second time I had a leader 
dog,” Hipp said. “The first time I had one 
for only five days because I had to go into 
surgery.” 

Hipp, who will be 56 in March, lived 
with Dumars for one month at the train- 
ing school. The two had to learn about 
establishing a routine where they would 
get up at a certain time, go for a walk to a 
park where Dumars’ skills would be 
practiced and then go through the var- 
ious hand signals and commands for 
Dumars to follow. 

“He’s really a great dog,” Hipp said. 
“At the school they put you in a room. 
They have a bed there, and the dog is tied 
down next to the bed. 

“We woke up about 6 every morning, 


and the first thing we did was go to the 
park.” 

Hipp and Dumars were then trans- 
ported to communities that were 
unknown to Dumars so Hipp could prac- 
tice various leader dog techniques on the 
job. 

“This dog is really unbelievable,” 
Hipp said. “He knows when you have to 
stop playing and get to work. 

“When I get the harness, he knows that 
it’s time to go to work.” 

Hipp has been blind since 1962 due to 
glaucoma. He said he is not completely 
blind because he has a “peep hole” 
vision in his right eye. 

“I don’t have any more glaucoma since 
I had surgery in 1991,” Hipp said. “I know 
I’m going to go blind completely because 
I’m losing my sight quickly.” 

Hipp said he remembers one day he 
got soap in his eyes and closed them. 
When he opened his eyes, he no longer 
had vision in his left eye, he said. 

Hipp has lived in Wayne for four years. 
In his youth he worked at a body shop 
repairing vehicles. He also transported 
dirt in a dump truck he purchased, he 
recalled. 

His last job before he retired involved 
working at Meijer in the shoe repair 
department.

health care. 

The emotional and economic costs of letting a 
child’s fever go unattended, because parents can- 
not afford a doctor visit, or for senior citizens to 


risk strokes because they cannot afford blood 
pressure medication, are indefensible,” 
McNamara stressed. 

“For employers, the costs of paying for health 
care for the uninsured is already reflected in 
insurance premiums. What managed care offers 
is the opportunity to make care preventive and 
much less expensive in many cases,” he said. 

The county chief executive also said that while 
one of the strengths of the country is the road 
system, many of the “roads in this state remain in 
terrible shape.” 

McNamara supports the need to “invest more 
in our roads,” financing them if necessary 
through an increase in gas taxes.” 

While the Wayne Cpunty road network is still

Canton man to face molestation charges

An alleged Canton Township child molester 
looking at 15 years behind bars faces mental 
health testing before further court proceedings 
begin.

Ronald Creech, a 29 year old Canton Township

Creech’s attorney, Joseph Dillon, informed 
MacDonald he plans to plead an insanity defense 
when trial proceedings resume.

By doing this, it is 
said to simulate the longer 
hours of sunlight that occur in 
the spring and summer.” 

The therapist suggests that 
planning special activities, 
things to do and places to go 
will help to alleviate the win 
ter blues. 

“Single people can sched- 


ule an evening at the theater 
or the movies. They should 
make definite plans for what- 
ever activity they choose so 
that there will be something to 
look forward to,” Dallwig said. 
“For couples, there are oppor- 
tunities to enjoy a special 
weekend package at many of 
the local motels. They can en 
joy the pool and sauna and uti- 
lize the time for recreation 
and re-creation. Rates are usu 
ally cheaper on the weekends, 
so the getaway won’t be too ex 
pensive.” 

Other ideas for banishing 
the winter blues are: 

• Treat yourself to some 
thing special a small luxury 
you have wanted, but have ne- 
glected to obtain for yourself. 


• Buy a potted spring plant 
or bouquet of flowers for your 
home or office, or display a 
bright, cheerful poster or 
painting to produce a spring- 
like effect.

Sunshine abounds 
in tanning salon

The warm sun never sets in 
southeast Michigan, or at least 
not at the Saranda Hair and 
Tanning Salon in Westland. 

Owner Danny Idrizi says 
temperature-controlled tan- 
ning beds are the quickest and 
most relaxing way to thaw the 
icy daze of winter. 

“Ten years ago our biggest 
season was Easter,” the vet- 
eran businessman said Thurs- 
day. “Now people are coming 
all times of the year, especially 
in the winter when they want 
warmth and a nice tan, or 
they’re getting ready to go 
south and don’t want a sun- 
burn. It’s been immensely pop- 
ular over the last several 
years.” 

A novice tanner, Idrizi said, 
is not allowed to just throw on 
a pair of trunks or a bikini and 
jump into a tanning bed. 

Depending on skin texture and 


color, initial visits are .limited 
to 10 or 12 minutes. An auto- 
matic timer shuts the lamps off 
and tanning sessions lengthen 
with additional visits. 

Guests, he added, can wear 
whatever they like, as booths 
are private. 

“It depends on where you 
want your tan lines,” said 
Idrizi. 

A variety of tanning pack- 
ages are available at Saranda 
(home town of Idrizi’s native 
Albania) including a sur- 
prisingly low monthly price, 
plus five, 10, 15 and 20-day visit 
prices. Basking music is pro- 
vided and guests can shower 
after tanning, if so inclined.

All the foods needed 
to ward off the cold and provide enough energy to get out 
there and dig the car out of the mountain of snow and ice 
at the end of the driveway where the snowplow conve- 
niently left it. Even those who don’t have to fight their way 
half a mile to tend to the animals in the barn or feed the 
freezing chickens, deserve the comfort good food can offer 
against the railing winds. 

Now is the time for hearty home cooking to comfort and 
soothe those who have been battling the weather, even if 
only on a walk to the garage or gate. Good food can mean 
comfort and sustenance for both the body and the soul and 
these are the days that call for some down- to-earth deli- 
cious meals which provide a lilt to the spirit as well as the 
taste buds. 

Here are some wonderful, hearty recipes from Marcia 
Adams terrific cookbook. Cooking From Quilt Country . 
which was a companion to the Public Television series on 
Amish cooking. 

These will warm you just in the reading. 


Potatoes and 
Roast Loin of 
Pork with Onions 

1 4-5 pound loin of pork, 
bone In 

Salt and pepper 
Grated nutmeg 
3 medium onions 
8 small potatoes 
2-4 cups chicken broth 

2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 
Season the roast with salt , pep- 
per and nutmeg. Place in a large 
roasting pan and cook, uncov- 
ered, for 45 to 55 minutes , until 
lightly browned. 

Meanwhile , slice the onions 
thinly (there will be about 1 1/2 
cups) and peel and thickly slice 
the potatoes. Remove the roast 
from the pan and pour off all fat 
Layer the potatoes and onion in 
the roasting pan (reserve a few 
onion slices for the top of the 
roast), and season with more 
salt, pepper and a very small 
amount of nutmeg. Add enough 
broth to almost cover the 
potatoes. Place the pork on the 
potatoes and arrange onion 
slices on top. Reduce oven tem- 
perature to 325 degrees , cover ; 
and continue roasting for 1 1/2 to 
2 hours longer ; or until meat 
thermometer registers 170 
degrees. As meat is roasting, add 
more broth if necessary. Potatoes 
should be moist, but not soupy. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley 
just before serving. 

Escalloped Corn 

1/4 cup (1/2 stick) butter 
2 eggs 

2 tablespoons sugar 
2 tablespoons all-purpose 
flour 

1 1 -pound can cream-style 
corn 

1 cup milk 
Salt and pepper 
Paprika 

Set oven to 350 degree. Place 
the butter in a 1 -quart (10 x 
6-inch) glass baking dish and 
place in preheated oven to melt. 
In the meantime, prepare the 
com batter. In a medium bowl, 
beat the eggs. Add sugar and 
flour and blend. Add the com 
and milk , and combine thor- 
oughly . Pour over the melted but- 
ter ; but do not mix in. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper, and paprika. 
Bake for 45 minutes. The pud- 
ding will be golden brown and 
slightly puffy.

Dumplings 

1/4 cup (1/2 stick) butter 
1/2 cup finely chopped onion 
1/4 cup finely chopped green 
bell pepper 

1/4 cup finely chopped celery 
1 bay leaf 

1 28-ounce can whole toma- 
toes, coarsely chopped, with 
juice 

2 teaspoons brown sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon dried basil or 1 
tablespoon fresh (optional) 

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 

Dumplings: 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 1/2 teaspoon baking 
powder 

1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon butter, cold 
1 egg beaten 
6 tablespoons milk 
1 heaping tablespoon finely 
minced fresh parsley 

In a medium saucepan, melt 
the butter and saute the onion, 
pepper, celery and bay leaf until 
the onion becomes transparent, 
about 5 minutes. Add the toma- 
toes and seasonings, brtng to a 
bod and simmer, uncovered, for 3 
minutes. 

In a medium bowl, combine 
the first three ingredients for the 
dumplings. Cut in the cold butter 
with a pastry blender or two 
knives until the mixture resem- 
bles coarse oatmeal Add the egg, 
milk and parsley. Blend lightly, 
but don't over mix. Drop by table- 


spoonfuls ( approximately six) on 
top of the simmering tomatoes. 
Cover tightly, and cook over 
medium-low heat for 20 minutes. 
Do not lift the cover during the 
cooking period Serve in bowls, 
topped unth butter. 

Onion Patties 

3/4 cup unbleached all- 
purpose flour 

1 tablespoon yellow 
cornmeal 

1 tablespoon sugar 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 teaspoons rubbed sage 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons finely minced 
fresh parsley 

3 shakes Tabasco 
3/4 cup milk 

2 1/2 cups finely chopped 
onion 

Vegetable oil for frying 

In a large mixer bowl, com- 
bine the first six ingredients. 
Then add the parsley. 

Tabasco and milk and blend. 
Add the onion and mix 
thoroughly. 

Heat the oil, 1-inch deep , in an 
electric fry pan or skillet from 
360 to 380 degrees. Drop the bat- 
ter by teasponnsfuls into the hot 
fat, flattening them slightly as 
you do so. Fry until the patties 
and golden brown on the bottom, 
about 2 minutes, then turn and 
fry the other side for another 2 
minutes. When the second side is 
browned, remove the patties to 
paper towels. Drain , and keep 
them warm in a very low oven 
while frying the remaining 
batter.

Cabbage Rolls 

Sauce: 

1 28-ounce can tomatoes 
1 8-ounce can tomato sauce 
1 cup water 

1 small onion, chopped 
1/4 cup chopped fresh 
parsley 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 
2-3 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 bay leaf 

1/2 teaspoon celery salt 
1/2 teaspoon ground allspice 
1/4 teaspoon black pepper 

Rolls: 

1 large head green cabbage 
(approximately 4 pounds) 

2 pounds lean ground beef, 
or 1 pound beef and 1 pound

To prepare sauce combine all 
ingredients in a medium sauce- 
pan and bring to a boil over high 
heat. Turn to low and simmer, 
uncovered for 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile, drop the uncored 
cabbage into a very deep kettle 
two-thirds full of boiling water. 
The cabbage floats, so turn it 
about in the water now and then 
Cover and cook over medium 
heat for 2 to 3 minutes. Remove 
the cabbage to the sink and sepa- 
rate the leaves from the head at 
the core end. You wUl need 16 
large leaves, and will have to re- 
immerse the head to get this 
many soft ened leaves. Cut off the 
tough white section at the base of 
the leaf and set aside. 

Preheat the oven to 350 
degrees. In a deep bowl, combine 
the meat and the next six ingre- 
dients. Place one large spoonful 
of the meat mixture on each cab- 
bage leaf. Fold the sides of the 
leaf to the center and fold over 
the top and bottom, envelope 
fashion Ijay the rolls in a single 
layer in an oiled 10 x 15-inch 
baking pan, with the seam side 
down 

Pour the tomato sauce over 
the rolls, then sprinkle the 
crushed gingersnaps over all. 
cover and bake for 30 minutes. 
Uncover and bake 30 minutes 
longer. The rolls will be nicely 
browned and the sauce a bit

1/3 (2/3 stick) butter 
1 cup all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons black pepper 

2 teaspoons paprika 

1 teaspoon garlic salt 
1 teaspoon dried marjoram 
(optional) 

8-9 chicken pieces 

Place the oil and butter in a 
shallow cooking pan (a jelly-roll 
pan is perfect) and put in a pre- 
heated 375 degree oven to melt. 
Set aside. 

In a large paper sack, com- 
bine the flour and seasonings. 
Roll *he chicken piece s, three at a 
time, in the melted oil-butter 
mixture, then drop them in the 
sack and shake to cover. Place on 
a dish or waxed paper. 

Place chicken in the pan, skin 
side down. Bake for 45 minutes. 
With a spatula, turn over and 
bake 5 to 10 minutes longer, or 
until the top crust begins to bub- 
ble. Serve hot or cold , but the 
crust texture is better if chicken 
is not refrigerated before eating. 

Beef and Noodles 

3 pounds beef chuck roast, 
well trimmed 

1 large onion, quartered 
8 whole cloves 

1 small green bell pepper, 
quartered, with seeds and ribs 
removed 

2 large carrots, cleaned and 
cut in thirds 

3 ribs celery, cut in thirds 

1 cup fresh parsley springs 

2 bay leaves 

1/2 cup instant beef bouillon 
granules (optional) 

1/2 teaspoon black pepper 

3 quarts hot water 

1 1 -pound package medium 
or thin good-quality noodles 
1/2 cup chopped fresh 
parsley 

Preheat the oven to 325 
degrees. Place the meat in a large 
Dutch oven or heavy roasting 
pan with the rest of the ingre- 
dients, except the noodles and 
parsley garnish Cover and bake 
for 3 hours. 

Remove the pan from the oven 
and transfer the mean to a chop- 
ping board Scoop all the vegeta- 
bles from the broth with a slotted 
spoon and discard them, reserv- 
ing one or two pieces of carrot. 
With a knife, shred the meat in to 
bite-size pieces, and chop the car- 
rots very finely. Return the meat 
and carrots to the broth Stir in 
the uncooked noodles. Cover the 
pan and return it to the oven 
Bake 1 hour and 15 minutes 
longer, or until the noodles are 
tender. Stir once during this 
time, begin carefid not to break 
up the noodles. Also check now 


and thru to see that the broth has 
not been absorbed by the cooking 
noodles— if your pan is a heaiy 
one. that won t happen If it does, 
add some additional broth as 
needed Spi'inklc with the copped 
parsley just before serving. This 
is great over mashed potatoes. 

Spareribs and 
Sauerkraut 

6-7 pounds pork loin 
country-style spareribs 
Salt and pepper 
3 1 -pound cans sauerkraut, 
preferably mild Bavarian style 
1 1/2 cups coarsely chopped 
cooking apples, (Granny Smith 
or Yellow Delicious) 

3/4 cup coarsely chopped 
onion 

8 whole cloves 

2- -4 tablespoons brown 
sugar 

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 

1 1/2 cups chicken broth 
Chopped fresh parsley 

Preheat broiler. Arrange the 
nbs in a shallow roasting pan, 
and sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per to taste on all sides. Broil 6 
inches from heat, browning all 
sides. This will take about 30 
minutes. 

Reduce oven to 325 degrees . 
Dmin sauerkraut very well In a 
deep, heavy Dutch oven, combine 
kraut and the remaining ingre- 
dients except parsley . Arrange 
ribs on top , pushing them down 
into the sauerkraut. Cover and 
bake for 2 hours. Baste twice by 
spooning pan juices up over the 
ribs. Make sure the liquid does 
not cook away. If it gets low, add 
more stock. (This will not be a 
problem if you use a heavy pan.) 
Transfer ribs and sauerkraut to a 
large platter, and sprinkle with 
parsley.

3- 4 potatoes 
3-4 carrots 

2 ribs celery 

3 small onions 

1 28-ounce can tomatoes 
1/4 cup water 

5 tablespoons minute

1/2 teaspoon black pepper 
1/2 teaspoon ground allspice 
1/4 teaspoon dried marjoram

parsley 

Preheat oven to 300 degrees. 
Cut meat into bite-size pieces. 
Peel and cut the potatoes into 
pieces a bit larger than the meat. 
Clean the carrots, celery, and 
onions, and cut all into 1-inch 
pieces. In a large, heavy roasting 
pan, or a ceramic slow -cooker 
pot, combine all the ingredients 
except the parsley. Bake, coiiered, 
for 5 hours uhthout stirring. Add 
parsley just before serving.

Insurance bill faces changes ^0 DOWN” FINANCING ;r 7.75%

While the Lansing 1993 
model of auto insurance 
reform (featuring a 16 percent 
premium cutback) sped out of 
the Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives’ Insurance Commit- 
tee by a vote of 13-2 late 
Thursday, it faces major 
rework as it spills out onto the 
House floor this week. 

Twenty second State Dis- 
trict Rep. Greg Pitoniak (D- 
Taylor) said both he and the 
Democratic Co-Chairperson 
Mary Brown abstained from 
the voting because they felt 
additional debate was needed 
to occur on the medical cost 
cap limit issue. 

Because a new month 
begins Monday, a switch will 
occur in House leadership 
power as the GOP Co-Speaker 
of the House Paul Hillegonds 
takes over from his Demo- 
cratic counter part Curt Her- 
tel, while Democratic 
committee co-chairmen will 
rule the numerous House 
committees. 

The monthly leadership 
trade-off was worked out ear- 
lier this year following a 55-55 
party tie in House 
membership. 

As the bill stands now, it 
would freeze the new pre- 
mium rates for six months 
upon passage, and place a $1 
million cap on medical 
benefits. 

Pitoniak said he threw in an 
amendment proposal to hike 
that cap rate to $2.9 million but

it failed. 

Committee actions Thurs- 
day were a “messy process,” 
Pitoniak said, because of the 
pending change in leadership 
roles due this week. 

Rather than vote against the 
bill leaving the committee and 
create further hard feeling 
between parties, Pitoniak said 
he decided to abstain at this 
time and fight for his changes 
on the House floor. 

Other features of the cur- 
rent bill are: 

• Allowing car owners to pay 
extra for additional caps (up to 
$5 million) if they wish. 

• Preventing drivers, who 
are more than 50 percent at 
fault, from suing. 

• Limiting to 112 percent the 
amount hospitals can over-

charge auto insurers for medi- 
cal care for accident victims. 
Some reportedly charge up to 
135 percent at this time. 

Pitoniak said he expects to 
get a Democratic analysis of 
the bill by Tuesday and 
expects major debate on the 
bill on the House floor before 
it is approved. 

While William Cillufo, 
director of government rela- 
tions for AAA, calls the mea- 
sure a “sound bill ” Richard 
Stoddard, president of the 
Michigan Citizens Lobby, 
charges the bill “is just as bad 
or worse than the Proposal D” 
ballot proposal that was nixed 
last November by state voters. 

Stoddard said the bill con- 
tains no safeguards that the 
insurance companies wouldn’t 
increase rates in the future.
